The roll call showed the following members pres- 
ent: Wadhams, Brown, Blandin, Pulsifer, Graham, Hol- 
den, White, Clough, McMeekin, Ogden, Coutermarsh, 
Edson, Gile, Collins, Hamilton, Downing, Green, Birch, 
Lamphere, Cushman, Bell, Merrill and Barney. Com- 
missioner Pushee of Lyme, Mr. Gilbert of Wentworth 
and Mr. Day of Piermont were also present. 


Mr. McMeekin of Haverhill spoke regarding the 
proposed elevator at the County Farm. A general dis- 
cussion followed. Questions were asked by Mr. Pul- 
sifer, Mr. Merrill, Mr. Gile, Mr. Clough, Mr. Ogden 
and Mr. Coutermarsh and these were answered by Mr.

Mr. McMeekin then offered the following resolution 
and moved its adoption. Mr. Greene of Littleton sec- 
onded the motion. Moved: That an expenditure of a 
sum not to exceed eighteen thousand dollars ($18,000) 
be authorized for an elevator at the County Farm, said 
sum to cover all costs incident to the complete installa- 
tion of an elevator, elevator shaft and the changes 
made necessary in the halls or rooms at the Farm. 


That a building committee be appointed consisting 
of the Executive Committee of the Delegation, the 
County Commissioners and two members at large, said 
committee to have full authority to carry out this pro- 
ject to its completion. 


That the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) 
be paid from any surplus funds in the County appropri- 
ation for 1945, and) the balance in like manner in 1946. 


If such surplus funds are not available, the County 
Commissioners and Treasurer are hereby authorized 
to issue Short Term Notes of the County to meet the 
necessary obligations. 
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The vote was unanimously in favor. Mr. Couter- 
marsh reported Stewart, Butler and Guay as wishing 
to be recorded in favor of the motion. 


Mr. Gile offered and moved the adoption of an 
amendment to the motion to the effect that the con- 
tract for the well and elevator be let to the lowest bid- 
der. Mr. Ogden seconded the motion after discussion, 
the vote being taken, the motion was not carried. Mr. 
McMeekin, chairman of the budget committee read and 
explained the proposed budget, answering questions 
regarding various items. Mr. Coutermarsh moved we 
accept the budget as prepared, raising and appropriat- 
ing the sums of $123,650. and $148,880. for the years 
of 1945 and 1946 respectively. Mr. Butler seconded the 
motion. 

Mr. Wadhams. questioned the legality of raising 
and appropriating money for the Farm Bureau. After 
a discussion, Mr. Blandin moved we amend Mr. Couter- 
marsh’s motion to the effect that we accept the budget 
pending the Attorney General’s ruling regarding the 
legality of the Farm Bureau appropriation. Mr. Edson 
seconded the motion and it was so voted. 

Mr. Blandin moved that the building committee 
be instructed that in case of any question as to the 
reliability of the contractor that a bond be required. 
Mr. Clough seconded the motion and the vote was in 
the affirmative. 

Mr. Clough moved and Mr. Blandin seconded that 
the appointment of the two members-at-large of the 
building committee be made by the chairman of the 
Delegation. This motion was carried and Mr. Mc- 
Meekin of Haverhill and Mr. Coutermarsh of Lebanon 
were appointed.

Mr. Kelley of Littleton asked the difference in the 
cost of installing the elevator at the front, rather than 
at the back of the building. Mr. Pulsifer, of Campton, 
questioned the advisability of installing the elevator at 
the present time.

Mr. Edson explained the procedure of the building 
committee to date. 


Mr. Kelley asked for an estimate as to the dif- 
erence in cost of inside and outside installation. These 
and numerous other questions were answered by Mr. 

Mr. Marsh gave a break-down 
of his estimates of cost of labor and materials and Mr. 
Hudson commented upon them from his point of view 
as an architect.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State 
of New Hampshire the Commissioners of Grafton 
County herewith present the annual report of the Com- 
missioners, Treasurer, Auditors, Superintendent of 
County Farm, Jailer, Clerk of Court, Solicitor, Sheriff, 
Chaplains, Physician and Farm Bureau. 


Our Treasurer, Harry 8S. Huckins, has again col- 
lected all County taxes for the year 1945. 


Register of Deeds 


The 1945 Delegation appropriated $3,500.00 for 
the year 1945 for indexing Register of Deeds records 
for five years, from 1940 to 1945 inclusive. Up to 
December 31, 1945, there had been $836.84 spent for 
this work, which accounts for the excessive unexpended 
balance which appears on the Comparative statement. 


County Farm 


The number of inmates cared for at the farm 
shows a slight decrease over the year 1944. The per 
capita cost per week amounted to $ 7.98. 


The hospital as usual has been filled to capacity. 
It enables us to provide proper care for those needing 
hospitalization and is a real financial asset to the coun- 
ty. The shortage of nurses has been a great handicap 
this year. The new elevator authorized by the 1945 
Delegation is being installed and will help materially in 
the operation of the hospital as well as the home. 


Expenditures at the County Home are somewhat 
larger this year because of increased costs of all com- 
modities, equipment and general repairs, also, salaries 
have been raised to meet the higher cost of living. 


The buildings connected with the farm are in first 
class condition due to the fact that repairs are made 
as needed. 
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For the excellent conditions of affairs at the farm 
we are indebted to Superintendent and Mrs. J. E. 
Andrews and the continued efforts of their staff of as- 
sistants. 


For details covering administration of the Institu- 
tion we would refer you to the Superintendent’s report 
on other pages. 


Welfare and Relief 


County relief still continues to decline; most of 
our calls are for medical assistance or due to some 
emergency inthe home. Boarded children are our big- 
gest relief item. At the present time we have 66 chil- 
dren boarded by the County; they are boarded in foster 
homes and several are in institutions. Effective No- 
vember 1, 1945, the Commissioners raised the board 
paid for children from $20 to $25 per month. This 
year $6,101.38 was collected from the parents of board- 
ed children. Of this amount, $5,840.49 was collected 
by our two investigators. Personal contacts are very 
necessary to make these sizable collections. Reim- 
bursements on relief cases, which include boarded chil- 
dren, Increased $1,370.43 over the year 1944. 


Finances 


With a bonded debt of only $40,000.00 which is 
for bonds issued to build the new almshouse in the year 
1929, we believe the finances of the County to be in the 
best of condition. 


The Commissioners are sincerely grateful to the 
various County and Town officers and all others who 
have aided in the administration of County affairs. 


We, also, wish to express our appreciation to our 
very efficient office force who have served us faithfully 
for a number of years.

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SELECTMEN OF TOWN AND OVERSEERS 
OF THE POOR 


Your attention is called to the following extracts from 
the laws of 1908: 


CHAPTER 42, SECTION 1 


SECTION 1. Any town or county furnishing any 
assistance to any person within six years preceding 
his death shall be entitled to recover from the estate 
of such persons the sum or sums paid out for such 
assistance the said claim to be preferred claim against 
his said estate after payment of funeral charges, ex- 
pense of last sickness and expenses of administration, 
provided he leaves no widow or minor children at his 
decease. 


CHAPTER 106, SECTION 1, as amended 


SECTION 1. No town shall be liable for the sup- 
port of any person unless, he or the person under 
whom he derives his settlement, shall have wholly 
gained a settlement therein during the ten years pre- 
ceding the last date of application for support pro- 
vided that no person having a settlement in any town 
in this state upon arriving at age of seventy years 
shall lose that settlement on account of being exempt 
by law from paying a poll tax, if he resides in said 
town. 


ASSISTANCE TO PERSONS IN QUARANTINE: 
PUBLIC STATUTES, CHAPTER 110 


Following Section 6 


SECTION 1. Whenever any person or family is 
placed in quarantine by a board of health, to protect 
the public against small pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria 
or any other dangerous, infectious or contagious dis- 
ease, it shall be the duty of said board to assist such 
person or family while in quarantine in such manner 
as in the judgment of the board may be deemed wise 
and necessary.

SECTION 2. All expenses thus incurred, or such 
part thereof as the board may determine, shall be 
deemed as legitimate expenditure for the protection 
of public health and shall be charged to the account of 
incidental expenses, but not to any indigent pauper ac- 
count, nor shall such expenditure be construed to 
mean a public aid to the person or persons so quaran- 
tined and assisted unless such person or persons are 
already paupers as defined by the Public Statutes.

The crops of 1945 were an improvement over the 
previous year, especially hay and potatoes. Garden 
vegetables were also good. We missed the strawberry 
and raspberry crops, which due to the early frost, were 
a failure. 


From 30 acres of land sowed to Ladino clover we 
derived much benefit in the way of feed for the stock. 
The milk production was the largest in years, which 
was due partly to this feed as well as good care. 


In the way of repairs, the wash-out on the water 
line required the greatest expenditure of time and la- 
bor. The long talked of elevator has begun to material- 
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ize, and although causing much inconvenience and 
labor for our employees, will doubtless prove a benefit 
to the place in future years. 


We regret that during the year, our pastor, Rev. 
R. W. E. McKenzie, was called to another part of the 
state, but his place has been efficiently filled by the 
Rev. R. B. Nichols of Woodsville, to whom many 
thanks are due. We have enjoyed his stay with us. 

Several parties have been held here during the 
year. Our Christmas party program was arranged by 
the employees assisted by the family and was declared 
a very enjoyable affair. Our annual picnic was held at 
Lake Morey in the month of September. 


The Bookmobile made its usual rounds and is now 
looked forward to as one of the bright spots in our 
existence. 


There have been many changes in our working 
staff during the past year. The hospital is now under 
the supervision of Evangeline Maccini, R. N., assisted 
by Carolyn Sawyer, R. N., Mrs. Ruth Knapp and Mr. 
Alonzo Morris. Mrs. Alice Thompson is night nurse. 
All have shown much interest and their work has been 
well done. Mrs. Emma Sayers, a former employee has 
joined our working staff and assisted in general work. 
Charles Cushman has served as turnkey with Orrison 
Wade as assistant. Bert Maples succeeded Irving 
Thayer as night watchman, as Mr. Thayer was called 
home by the illness and death of his wife. The remain- 
der of staff is the same as in 1944 with the exception 
of Harry Hatch, who has been added to our list as as- 
sistant to the herdsman, Richard Knapp. Harry White, 
who has been employed here many years, has retired 
and is missed by his many friends. Thanks are due all 
of the employees for the efficient manner in which they 
have performed their duties.

Because so many nurses have been serving in the 
Armed Forces there has been a shortage of them every- 
where, but for most of the year we have been fortun- 
ate in maintaining our regular staff consisting of three 
trained nurses and two orderlies and it is a pleasure to 
commend the fine spirit of cooperation among them. 


Many of the patients have been advanced in years 
and some have been sent in from other hospitals for 
terminal care. It has been the purpose of your Physi- 
cian and the staff of nurses to give each patient the 
best of care possible.

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SUMMARY OF FARM ACUTOUNTS OF GRAFTON 
COUNTY FARM FOR 1945 


This year’s operating profit of $10,024.99 is the 
largest during the 15 years of farm account keeping. 
It has ranged from a -$2,148.38 in 1938 to the present 
figure. 


Farm accounts were started in 1932 as the resu!t 
of county delegation action for the purpose of deter- 
mining the value of the farm to the Institution, as for 
instance, the dollars and cents value of milk, vege- 
tables, meat, eggs, woods, etc., produced and consumed 
on the farm. 


The operating profit for this year, as can be seen 
from an examination of the accounts, is influenced by 
a very substantial increase in the inventory for “‘live- 
stock” and “‘feed and supplies” due to an increase in the 
value per head of livestock and an increase in the a- 
mount of feed and supplies on hand. Other important 
contributing factors include—an increase in the value 
of milk sold and consumed on the farm, an increase in 
the value of meat and vegetables consumed on the 
farm, and an increase in the sale of livestock, as well 
as a decrease in the amount of feed purchased. More 
money has been paid out for seed and fertilizer, which, 
in turn, has resulted in more and better pasture and 
roughage.
